REMARKS 



Claims 1-48 are pending in the application as a result of the amendment of May 31, 2005. 
AppUcants respectfully request reconsideration of the application, withdrawal of all rejections, 
and allowance of the apphcation in view of the amendments and remarks below. 

The Amendments to the Claims 

Without prejudice to the Applicants' rights to present claims of equal scope in a timely 
filed continuing application, to expedite prosecution and issuance of the application, the 
Applicants have amended Claims 4-8, 11-13, 18, 19, 27-31 and 39 to correct dependency and for 
minor formal inconsistencies and typographical/clerical errors. In addition the recitation 
regarding peak plasma drug concentration has been removed from Claim 11. The amended 
claims are supported by the specification as set forth in the amendment of May 31, 2005. Li 
particular. Claim 11 is support by the specification at, e.g., paragraphs 0005, 0028, 0041, 0044, 
0047 and Examples 2-4. 

The amendments to the claims do not introduce new matter. Applicants respectfully 
submit that the amendments to the claims put the case in condition for allowance. The Examiner 
is respectfully requested to enter the amendments to the claims and allow all amended claims. 

Conclusion
